The  last  missionary  paper,  (Julv,  1829.)  car¬ 
ried  the  journal  of  the  Rev.  J.  J.‘  Robertsim  no 
farther  than  the  Island  of  Zante,  April  14th. 
The  long  delay  which  has  attended  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  another  paper  has  prevented  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  portions  of  other  letters,  as  they  w  ere  re¬ 
ceived.  Mr.  Robertson  having  returned  to  this 
country,  and  submitted  to  the  executive  com¬ 
mittee  an  extended  report  of  the  great  moral 
views  and  plans  of  operation,  to  which  his  tour 


Only  let  American  missionaries  go  abroad  among 
us,  (said  tw  o  of  the  members  of  the  national  con¬ 
gress  at  Argos,  to  Mr.  King  and  myself,)  with 
their  scriptures,  tracts  and  conversations,  and 
the  state  of  the  people  will  soon  be  improved. 
'Fhis  they  declared  to  be  the  avowed  sentiment 
of  a  number  of  the  otlier  members  with  whom

It  must  not,  however, be  concealed,  that  symp-‘ 
tomsot  jealousy  have  been  observed  among  some 
ot  the  higher  clergy  in  regard  to  the  ultimate 
object  of  missionaries.  These,  however,  are 
generally  men  of  ambitious  minds,  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  station  and  influence,  and  more  anxious
